Trip Home 


HYDE PARK, N. Y?-(/P)-The king 


and queen of England, having sampled 
A'merican ways for four clays including 
a presidential picnic featuring hot dogs 
Sunday; afternoon, started back to 
Canada Sunday night on their return 
home. 


The blue and silver royal train pull- 


ed out of the Hyde Park station at 
10:09 p. m. (EST) after their majesties 
had spent n restfully informal night 
and day at President Roosevelt's Hyde 
Park estate. 


The president and Mrs. Rosevelt, 


and the president's mother, Mrs. Sara 
Delano Roosevelt, brought their royal 
guests down to the plain, red brick 
station and waved them on their way, 
just as ordinary hosts do for ordinary 
week-end guests. 


Informality, which had character- 


ized their masjeslies' stay at the Roose- 
velt family home was continued to the 
last moment, in contrast with the tri- 
umphs and pagentry with which the 
national capital and New York City 
had hailed them. 


The last event at Hyde Park house 


was a small dinner party. Afterward 
the president and his fa'm'ily, the royal 
guests and some members of their 
suite chatted until it was time to go to 
the station. 


Before departing, King George gave 


the president a gold ink well as a token 
of appreciation, not only to the chief 
executive, but also to the nation he 
represents, for four momentous days 
in which the king and queen were 
taken into tho hearts of America. 


From President and Mrs. Roose- 


velt on down the more important mem- 
bers of the White House staff receiv- 
ed autographed pictures of the king 
and queen. 


In the library of the Roosevelt home, 


the king stepped up to the president 
and with a smile and a few brief 
words, handed him a box containing 
the photograph in a silver fram;e. 


The queen presented a similar photo 


to Mrs. Roosevelt, and there was one, 
too, for the president's mother. 


The president and Mrs, Roosevelt 


likewise gave pictures of themselves 
to their majesties. 


Their majesties boarded their roll- 


ing palaces wearing the attire in 
which they were dressed for dinner- 
he a dinner jacket, she a rose-colored 
dress with a white fur piece at the 
neck. Before mounting the steps of 
the special train, they shook hands 
smilingly with New York state troop- 
ers who had helped insure the safety 
of their visit here.

The sheriff said he was asking $1,000 


bond for Poindexter and that it was 
in the process of being made. Poin- 
dexter is held in jail at Texarkana, in- 
stead of Ashdown, the sheriff said. 


"No attempt has been made to ob- 


tain the release on bond of Chris 
Wheaton, negro, held in jail at Ash- 
down—and I don't know whether I 
would release him anyway," the sher- 
iff continued. 


"The investigation in this case is 


not closed—and there will possibly 
be a fifth arrest before it is over 
with," he declared, Sanderson men- 
tioned^no names—nor did he 'men- 
•tton'tho'bondsmcn'fbr the tWo While 
men, E.' R; Jarvis and Woodard Breed, 
who obtained their release Saturday 
aftrenoon. 


The sheriff said that Breed was ar- 


rested "because of a guilty knowledge 
of the case."

Part of it may, of course, be due to 
Wishful thinking. But these thinkers 
point out that Italy's position end' 
Italy's policy have undergone radical 
changes ever since Hitler seized Aus- 
tria. 


That brought Hitler's legions to the 


Brenner Pass. That made the Reich a 
neighbor of Italy with common fron- 
tiers. That enabled Hitler to threaten 
a hostile Italy with a smash through 
to the Trentino and to Trieste. 


If Mussolini does not toe the line and, 


if Hitler wants an excuse for strong- 
arm methods, there is always the South 
Tyrol, annexed by Italy after the 
World War. About 350,000 German 
Tyroleans wore thus put under the 
heel of the Italian conqueror. 


By the implied threat of the Bren- 


ner Pass and the situation of the Ty- 
roleans, and by the bait of the loot 
Italy can attain by allying herself with 
Gei'm'any, Hitler has directed Musso- 
lini's recent policies. 


Fascists Adopt Nazi Policies 


Those who accept this theory point 


out; 


(1) That after having often declar- 


ed anti-Semitism had no place in the 
Fascist scheme of things, Mussolini 
about a year ago adopted most of the 
Nazi racial theories and eliminated 
non-Ayrans from the army, navy and 
coleges, The chief reason was that 
Germany's leaders did not think Italy 
could stand wholeheartedly by Ger- 
many so long as non-Ayrans occupied 
important posts. 
: (2) That when the time came for the 
Halo-Gorman military pact to be sign- 
ed, it was not Ribbentrop who went to 
Rome, but Ciano who went to Berlin 
for the signing. In other words, Italy 
Was treated as the junior partner. 


(3) While comparatively few high 


Italian officers have visited German 
fortifications and military dispositions, 
there has been a constant stream of 
German army higheivups who have 
gone to Italy and to Libya to inspect 
Italian fortifications, air forces, muni- 
tion factories and anti-aircraft forces, 
Once more Germany has acted towards 
Italy as the junior partner,

—difficult to check— that Germany 
pressing Italy to devote itself more 
rpising food and securing raw mater- 
ijjils, while Germany makes guns and 
munitions both for Germany and Italy.

- That German Lard Deal Comes Up Again 


The prospect of some sort of a German deal for American lard, of which 


there i* a surplus, keeps coming -up. Probably some means will be fount 
to carry this through eventually, for despite nationalistic feeling, despite 
tariffs despite exchange difficulties, it is a "natural." Germany desperately 
' needs-lard and all kinds->of fats. Large stocks of lard are hanging over the 
•American market depressing the price to the detriment of the farmer and 
packer. Eventually some way will be found to do something about it. 
'•<- Last February it was widely rumored, so strongly as to cause price 
• dislocations in the Chicago lard markets, that American co-operative associa- 


tions were working on sxich a' deal, perhaps preparing to take fence wire or 
'other farm supplies in return on a barter basis. This was soon denied by the 
central organizations of the U. S. co-operatives. 
„'"> This time it is supposed to be large packers, operating under auspices of 
tKe Institute of American Meat Packers, who are taking the lead. The 
only question seems to be; what can Germany supply in exchange for the 
lard, which will not be highly competitive with products of American 
industry?

net-easing. 
A part of this increase is due to thfe 
act that the ulcers are now diagnosed' 
rrtore frequently than before, partly 


because of the improved ability result- 
ing from the use of the X-ray and 
chemical investigations. 


When the figures were studied in 


Copenhagen, it was fotihd that there 
wns probably no real Increase in gas- 
tric ulcer among men. In fact, the 
apparent increase could be explained 
completely by the improved ability 
to diagnose the disease and also by the 
fact that some of the patients wore, pa- 
tients who had visited the clinic on 
riiaay occasions. One thing which was 
apparent was that there wore now 
chronic ulcers difficult to heal in con- 
trast to the acute Ulcers which were 
seen formerly. 


, For women the fncts Wore somwhat 
different Among women there was n 
constant decrease in the frequency of 


ulcer from; Iflll to 1917 and then n con- 
tinued decrcn.se up through 1935. 


Altogether there is n lessened inci- 


dence of ulcer among both men and 
women. As the Danish Investigates 
say, no more men get ulcers nowadays 
than previously but there arc men 
who have ulcers because ulcer is now 
n chornic prortcalcd disease whereas 
formerly it wns an nculc condition. 


It is difficult of know what his

months. Their situation, financially 
is rapidly approaching a crisis, they

"I'd do it," he said. "It was a chance 
to do a good turn for the man who had 


f been my king, and I took it."

"We never write to each other," he 


replied.'•• "I did, however, send him a 


< congratulatory telegram on the' occa 


ion of his peace speech and received 
in acknowledgement." 
Mr. Jardine said there is no anlmosi- 
y in his heart toward the church of 
England which banned him frrfirt the 
julpit after 40 years of service. But

America which he long had loved for 
ts liberality. 
He came to the United States, he 
elated, at the request of a friend in 
Chicago, who promised him engage- 
ments in pulpits throughout the nation.

Washington called a council of war 
to consider the important question:
